NKW YOUK. Dec. 8.—The steamer West-

Death of tin Old Settler. 


David Smick, an old resident of De- 


catur and Macon county, died on No- 
vember 25th, 1886, at his residence on 
"West Eldorado street. He was born in 
Lincoln county, Kentucky, October 19, 
1798, being one of a family of sixteen 
children—twelve daughters and four 
sons. They all lived to be grown, and 
two still survive him. He was married 
on November 5th, 1829, to Eliza Ann 
Ferris, who died in 1842. Their chil- 
dren who are living, are Miss Mattie 
Smick and Aaron Smick, of Decatur. 
and Mrs. Emma Carr, wife of Dr. R. 
F. Carr, of Argentsi, this county. Mr. 
Smick married Mrs. Eliza Wilson, his 
second wife, in May, 1845; who died in 
August, 1874. 
He came to Macon 


county in 1834, and to Decatur in 1857, 
having been a continuous resident of 
this county for the past fifty-two years, 
and has been an interested participant, 
as 
well as an 
observer 
of 
the 


marvelous growth of this country and 
city during that period. "When he came 
here Decatur was the merest country 
village.

Few of our old 


pioneers reach such a ripe age. He 
stood high in the community with all 
who knew him, his word was as good 
as a government bond, and he looked 
for the same in those with whom he 
had dealings. No man passes to his 
long, and needed rest, leaving a better 
character than his for commercial in- 
tegrity, and by his example and pre- 
cept, he has left a valuable legacy to 
his children and friends. 


Thus one by one the old land marks 


of Macon county are passing away of 
the class to whom deceased belonged, 
viz: the " Snow Birds " of early Illinois 
times, there remain but few. 


He had been a long sufferer from 


asthmatic affection, but the immediate 
cause of his demise was pneumonia. 
His remains were laid at rest in Green- 
wood cemetery on Saturday, November 
27th, 1886.

FBOM WASHINTON. 


Annual-Report of the Commission- 


er of Agriculture. 


Remarkable Growth of Farm Industrie* 


Daring the Past Thirty Years—Sugges- 


tions as to Pleuro-Pnenmonta—The 


Public Debt—Other yews. 


COLMAS'S REPORT. 


WASHINGTON", Dec. 8.—Commissioner of 


Agriculture Colman in his annual report 
says American agriculture has developed 
colossal proportions. With more than two 
centuries of growth, much the larger part 
cf its development has come from the 
thought and labor of the last thirty years. 
In that time wheat has quadrupled its prod- 
uct, corn has a three-fold production and cot- 
ton has doubled its crop. This country pro- 
duces more than half the cotton of the 
world and three-fourths of the maize. 
American agriculture has been progressive, 
but the future is likely to witness a more 
rapid progress than has yet been recorded. 
The past year has been one of medium 
f ruitf ulness. Drought has this season been 
confined mainly to portions of two or three 
States west of the Mississippi, and even 
there has generally left an ample sufficiency 
for supply of local wants and avoidance of 
absolute 
distress. 
The cotton 
crop, 


wheat and small grains are all of medium 
dimensions; corn is ample for all needs, 
while below an average yield; fruits and 
vegetables are of moderate abundance, and 
the grasses and forage crops, the most im- 
portant source of our agricultural wealth, 
have in most sections been fairly product- 
ive. There is no scarcity either in the homo 
supply or in the surplus necessary for any 
foreign demand, so that no curtailment of 
agricultural exports is expected. 


He urges the passage of the bill now be- 


fore Congress for the establishment of 
agricultural experimental stations in con- 
nection with the agricultural colleges. In 
commenting upon the work of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, he describes the 
spread of pleuro-pneumonia, and says: 


'•Every effort possible under existing laws has 


been made to locate the diseased animals and 
isolate all that have been Exposed. It would 
have been most fortunate if every animal ex- 
posed to the disease and liable to contract it 
oould have been summarily slaughtered and 
the contagion thus eradicated. With a disease 
of this character at Chicago it has been 
truly said that the cattle 'industry of this 
country has reached a crisis. There can be 
no doubt that it will be soon and wide- 
ly disseminated unless prompt and 'effectual 
action can be instituted for its speedy suppres- 
sion. Even now it may have been scattered to 
some extent in the West, aud the investiga- 
tions of the next year will probably bring other 
outbreaks to light. The matter is a most im- 
portant one, overshadowing in urgency all 
others affecting our agricultural population, 
and of vital interest to every consumer of beef, 
of milk, of butter and of cheese. To prevent 
the spread of this scourge, which has already 
greatly affected our foreign and inter-State 
commerce, additional legislation by Congress is 
now essential. 


"Much valuable work has already been done 


in Maryland, and the danger of the dissemina- 
tion of the contagion from that State has been 
greatly lessened. No work has been done in 
the State of New York because it was evident 
that the appropriation was not sufficient to 
secure any favorable results there on account of 
the infection. Tho disease also exists in New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Virginia, but the 
State authorities have not yet accepted the 
rules and regulations of the department for co- 
operation. I greatly regret the necessity of an- 
nouncing the existence of this dangerous dis- 
ease over such a wide area, but the serious re- 
sults to be apprehended from it make it im- 
perative that the truth should be known, in 
order that such legislative action may be taken 
as is indicated by the emergency.'' 


Upon forestry he says there is practically 


no reproduction attempted or forest plant- 
ing done worth mentioning in comparison 
with the enormous annual consumption. 
He suggests that the Government set a 
good example by planting on a large scale 
in the treeless States and Territories in the 
West. The Commissioner calls attention to 
the need of a fund to be used in sending 
specialists to foreign countries in response 
to invitations to take part in scientific in- 
vestigations of all sorts. 
FAVORS SENATOR HOAR'S CNIOS PACIFIC BILL. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—It is pretty cer- 


tain that the President, in his message. 
and Secretary Larnar, in his report, will 
take strong grounds in favor of the adop- 
tion by Congress of the recommendations 
of the Government directors of the Union 
Pacific, and urge the passage of the Hoar or 
Cuthwaite bill to fund the indebtedness to 
the Government in 1860 bonds, one of which 
is payable every six months, and the 
whole cleared up in eighty years. Those 
with whom the President has conversed on 
the subject say that he is determined that 
the debt shall be adjusted at the coming 
session, and that he will use all his influ- 
ence in that direction so as to get the con- 
troversy out of the courts and Congress. 
He thinks the Hoar bill is just to the coun 
try and the Government, and that nothing 
oetter has been proposed. 


INTEKNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The total receipts 


from internal revenue during the first four 


, months of the present fiscal year were ?3»,- 
485,441, a decrease of 81,468,243 as compared 
with the receipts during the correspond- 
ing period of last year. There was a de- 
crease of 
43,743,354 
in 
the 
collec- 


tions from spirits, an increase of $308,477 
from tobacco, an increase of 1875,078 from 
fermented liquors and an increase of 877,104 
on miscellaneous items. 
Commissioner 


Miller said yesterday that the receipts for 
the present fiscal year will be about §1,000,- 
000 in excess of the receipts for last year, 
notwithstanding the large decrease shown 
in the collections for the first quarter. 


NATIONAL FINANCES. 


WASHINGTON, Dec.3.—The reduction of 


the public debt for November is reported 
to have been 83,000,000, and for the five 
months ending Tuesday nearly ?33,000,000. 
While these figures are strictly accurate, 
the entire liabilities of the Government be- 
ing compared with the entire assets, as a 
matter of fact the bonded or interest-bear- 
ing debt was decreased nearly 816,000,000 
last month, and for the five months of 
the current fiscal year $73,000,000. This 
decrease resulted from the payment of 
3 per cent, bonds. The amount'of these 
bonds still outstanding and subject to call 
has been reduced to £61,000,000. 


TREATY PROMULGATED. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The President has 


issued a proclamation promulgating the ex- 
tradition treaty with Japan,'which was rat- 
ified after being amended by tho Senate 
last June. 


INDIGNANT RAILROADERS. 


Bales Adopted by the Philadelphia A 


Beading; and the Jersey Central Boads 
Which Practically Make Slaves of Their 
Employes. 
NEW YOBK, Dec. a—The employes of the 


Philadelphia & Reading' and the Jersey 
Central, with the different divisions of the 
system, are intensely excited- over circular 
notices which have been sent to them 
individually. There is wide-spread dissat- 
isfaction among the men in consequence, 
as the notices are regarded as arbitrary and 
oppressive. 
The 
circulars state that 


no employe will be allowed to ride 
free after November 30; that no employe 
will hereafter be allowed to live at a dis- 
tance from his place of work, except by 
special permission from the head of his de- 
partment or a division superintendent; 
when such special permission is given, a 
special-rate season ticket, covering the 
necessary daily travel of each employe may 
be obtained at 'one-half that of the regular 
season ticket, good only between the places 
of residence and work. 


The order applies to every man in the 


employ of the roads in the system, includ- 
ing clerks, engineers, conductors, train- 
men and all kinds of mechanics, even to 
laborers. 
The orders are considered a 


great hardship by the men, many of 
whom are poorly .paid, and 
live in 


suburban villages along the roads. They 
can not afford, to pay rents in the cities. 
Those who obtain special rates have about 
$10 to $15 per month added to their ex- 
penses. It is claimed that the orders are 
unusual, and that no other railroad in the 
country enforces similar rules. 


The indignation among the men is very 


strong and trouble is feared. The engi- 
neers, it is said, have determined to call 
uponJl their order of Locomotive Engineers 
to aid them. The ether employes of the roads 
are Knights ot Labor and are said to have 
called meetings of their local assemblies in 
Jersey City to discuss the situation. The 
requirement for all employes to live near 
their work is deemed an invasion of their 
rights and arbitrary and unjust. 
The em- 


ployes generally relused to talk about the 
circulars with outsiders. They discussed 
the matter among themselves and have 
agreed to abide by the action of their or- 
ganizations. 


NO POLYGAMY FOR THEM. 


The Plan of tlie Mormons, Minus Their 
Bellgion, Adopted by Settlors ia Mexico. 


NOGALES, A. T., Dec. 3.—Throe loads of 


colonists, mostly from Colorado, passed 
through here Tuesday night en route to 
Topolobampo bay in Mexico, about 300 
miles south of Guaymas.

thony pleaded earnestly for the power of 
ballot to be given to women, claiming that 
disfranchisemont to any class was morally, 
socially, physically and educationally de- 
grading. She gave many illustrations, as 
showing how negroes and others had been 
elevated by enfranchisement. 
She also 


maintained 
that the 'public press was 


prejudiced against woman suffrage, and 
that this circumstance was a leading cause 
for the slow progress of that movement. 


Hoosler Bepubllcans Organizing.

Wilson's Claim Upon Moen, tho 


Barb-Wire Millionaire. 


Be Declares Himself the Son of the Latter, 


Deserted in Childhood in Order to 


Avoid a Scandal—Emphatic De- 


nial of the Accused. 


AN APPEAL FORWARDED. 


A MTSTEKT SOLVED. 


PROVIDENCE, B, I., Dec. 3.—Unable to 


bear the strain on his mind any longer, 
"Doc" Wilson Wednesday morning, broken 
down in health and weeping like a child, 
told the great secret which has existed be- 
tween him and P. L. Moen, of Worcester, 
for so many years. He told the story in 
the presence of four reputable citizens, 
who furnished it to the press. His story is 
that he is Levi Moen, a son of Moen's first 
wife, and that ho was born a few months 
after the marriage. Moen, being a deacon 
and professedly a Christian, did not wish 
to face 
the 
scandal 
of 
such an 


early birth for the first born, so a 
bargain was made with one Jonas Wilson, 
of Danielsonville, Conn., a stape driver, by 
which the babe was transferred to the lat- 
ter's care and was brought up as a Wilson. 
The boy lived and toiled in the humble 
sphere to which, he says, Moen consigned 
him, and it was not until he was a young 
man grown that he learned the secret of 
his birth. For that secret he was indebted 
to the religious remorse of his supposed 
father. Jonas Wilson, who, being on his 
death-bed and not caring to pass tha portals 
with the burden on his soul, drew the lad 
toward him and told him who he was. 


After Wilson died the young fellow set 


off for Worcester to meet his father face 
to face. 
After observing the signs of 


wealth and luxury that abounded he de- 
manded of Moon some reparation for the 
wrong done to the one who should be the 
heir to all. Moen at first refused to ac- 
knowledge the lad, and would hare driven 
him forth, but the boy faced his millionaire 
parent defiantly and, upbraiding him for 
the wrong done his mother and himself, he 
said: "I wilt force you to acknowledge 
me, and the world shall know you for what 
you are." Then, "Doc," says, the banker- 
deacon became alarmed and gave him *100. 
By appointment he met Moen the next day 
and consented to shield his unnatural 
father from shama The father had in the 
meantime married again after tho iliMtn of 
"Doc's", mother, and had marri-jd into a 
family 
whioh 
would 
have 
scorned 


Moen had they known of the scandal. 
Tiffin, according to Mr. Wilson's story, 
the Wilsons, who knew the secret of hib 
parentage, seeing "Doc" had ni >m\v, and i 
knowing it came from Moeii, beg in to tirge i 
claims upon him. Their 
dom-iiuN 
in- 


creased,, and to satisfy them he hud tu lip- 
ply to Moen for money, and in that way 
much of the sum received from the banker 
was spent. Mr. Wilson say.s that thj^'j de- 
mands upon him grew so exorbitant that 
he was almost impoverished by them. 


Wilson has letters, which ho s;iys are 


written by Moen acknowledging the rela- 
tionship, and calling him "dear son." 
These letters Mr. Wilson produced Wednes- ', 
day. He says ho is the injured one, as in- 
stead of being reared as a gentleman, and 
brought up amid the luxuries which his 
father's wealth could purchase, ho was 
cast adrift, reared as u peasant boy, with- 
out education, and without any rolinrments 
of life which would have been his had his 
cruel parent done right. Mr. Wilson says 
he can no longer endure the calumnies with 
which he is assailed, and that his confes- 
sion of the secret is true in every respect. 


WOHCESTBB, Mass., Dec. 
8.—Tho 
an- 


nouncement that "Doc" Wilson had stated 
that Moen was his father caused great ex- 
citement here. Mr. Moen was seeu as he 
came from prayer meeting and reporters 
tried to interview him. but he would say 
nothing except that the story was a lie. Mr. 
Rice, Moen's brother-in-law and counsel, 
also denied the story and said there was 
plenty of evidence TO refute it. 


Tke secret of the case remains as much 


nf a mystery as ever. The dates and all 
vhe evidence contradict the sensational 
story telegraphed from Providence that 
"Doc" Wilson is the son of Moen. Wil- 
son, by his own statement and the state- 
ment of friends, can not bo more than 
31 or 32 years old. Moen was first married 
in 1MB, forty years ago, and his first wife 
died before Wilson was born. These dates 
alone contradict his story completely. Life- 
long residents of Worcester say it is im- 
possible that Moen could have any such re- 
lation to Wilson. The first Mrs. Moon was 
a lady of very lovely character. 
She was a 


firm and upright lady, and neither she nor 
her family would have countenanced any 
such proceedings as are alleged. Moen's 
father was a New York iron merchant, re- 
siding in Brooklyn, when Philip L.' Moen 
came to Worcester. 


[The celebrated Wilson-Moen cose, which re- 


sulted In Wilson's sensational disclosure, came 
to an end at Boston, November 17. The suit 
was brought by Levi Wilson to recover 8113,000 
alleged to be due on a contract. A previous 
trial had resulted in a disagreement of tho 
jury, but in the lust contest it-verdict was re- 
turned in favor of Moen for 59C.522, being thu 
amount, with interest, of Wilson's notes for 
SJfl.imo kcM by defendant. 
When the ciise 


came up for trial the first time it was evi- 
dent that the defense was keeping some- 
thing back, although milking extraordinary ad- 
missions. Mr. Moen swore on the stand that 
for years he had been the victim of blackmail 
on tnc part ol Wilson, to whom, between No- 
vember, 187.\ and June. 1882, ho paid an enor- 
mous sum, Letween 8360,0(10 and SIOT.OOO, as 
hush money. Meanwhile "Wilson was able to 
live in an e::tr^v,igant manner iit the expense 
of Moen, lint when finally lie demanded 8ltM,000 
more liis victim mustered up the cour.ige to re- 
sist his exactions, and refused to respond to 
them longer. Mr. Moen is a very wealthy man 
of \V~orcester,und his great fortune was obtained 
chiefly -from the manufacture of the patent 
barbed-wire fences. No man has stood higher 
than he In that very Puritan town, where he 
holds a conspicuous place in society and the 
church. In November, 1875, the defendant said, 
he met Wilson, who at once endeavored to ex- 
tort money from him on the threat of divulg- 
ing 
knowledge 
of an act 
of 
defendant, 
the details of which were "dirty, disgrace- 
ful and untrue," and which was not com- 
mitted by defendant. 
While on the stand 


Mr. Moen admitted, however, that next morn- 
ing after Wilson's demand he gave the latter 
tiofi as hush money, and kept on with his pay- 
ments until in 1K82 the total sum so surrendered 
was between $350,000 and 5300,000. The defend- 
ant, when the case was first brought to trial, re- 
fused to make the defense of blackmail, and 
even on the second trial refused to give any 
valid reubon for surrendering such large sums 
of money.] 


Oleomargarine on the Table. 


HAKTFORD, Conn., Dec. 3.—Eight proprie- 


tors of second-rate hotels and restaurants 
in this city were arrested Wednesday for 
vising oleomargarine on their tables with- 
out displaying the placard, "Oleomarga- 
rine used here," as required by law, under 
penalty of fifty dollars fine. The cases 
were continued one week, under $200 bonds 
each. These will be regarded as test 
cases. 


Two Schoolboys SulSocatcd. 


READING, Pa., Dec. 3.—George Seaman 


and James Beiders, aged twelve and four- 
teen years, respectively, absented them- 
selves from school Tuesday, and, being 
afraid of punishment from their parents, 
did not go home, but crawled between two 
hot ovens at Henry Clay furnace, where 
they were suffocated and burned almost 
bevond recognition. 


The Flea of the Council of Paris for 


Leniency Toward the Anarchists to Be 
Sent to Governor Oglesby. 
PABIS, Dec, 3.—United States Minister 


McLane has consented to forward the peti- 
tion of the Pans Municipal Council to the 
Governor of Illinois, praying for leniency 
for the condemned Chicago Anarchists. 
Mr. McLane, before assenting, sent the fol- 
lowing letter to M. Rouget, secretary of the 
council: 


"As the petition is destined tor the Governor 


of Illinois and is made with the object of epar- 
Jng human life, Iwill not refuse my assistance 
lit you persist in demanding it. But allow me 
to inform you that in the present case it Is use- 
less. You can, and without disadvantage and 
with as much efficiency as I, address your- 
self direct to the Executive ot Illinois, 
who 
alone has the 
power of granting 


pardon. 
Without 
raising 
any 
objection 


to the 
accomplishment of your wishes, 


I beg you will rest assured that capital punish- 
ment is applicable in no State of the Union to 
political offenses. It is prescribed only for 
odious crimes against the public weal, such as 
murder and rape, committed under aggravat- 
ing circumstances and with premeditation. In 
political matters there exists in the United 
States a moderation which even profound dis- 
agreements are powerless to alter. 


"In the discussion of great political and social 


problems touching the welfare of workers we 
proceed with a wide liberty, showing the spirit 
of fraternity and tolerance which renders vio- 
lence inexcusable and always prejudicial to its 
authors. When the majority pronounces every 
one submits. If this great and salutary princi- 
ple of giving expression to the will of the ma- 
jority, which forms the basis of American insti- 
tutions, be ignored, social order founded on lib- 
erty and fraternity collapses, and society falls 
once more into chaos.'1
